Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a method of reproducing data from an optical medium using an 
optical medium player system, comprising: selecting a menu read from a first optical 
medium; reconfiguring menu execution information relating to the selected menu and 
storing the reconfigured menu execution information of the selected menu; and 
reproducing the data from a second optical medium in accordance with the stored menu 
execution information of the selected menu after the second optical medium is loaded in 
the optical medium player system. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

b. Sturgeon et al. (U.S. Patent 6,429,879) stores a different setting in the 
player for each DVD being played according to a DVD id tag assigned to each 
DVD. 

c. Miyagawa (U.S. Patent 6,970,638) compares the settings of the DVD and 
the player and if the settings of the DVD are not registered with the player then it 
uses the standard settings of the player to playback the DVD.
